With their current production of 
“The Madwoman of Chaillot,” the 
MPC players score an _ all-time 
high. Despite a slightly weak first 
act, the Jean Giradoux satire looks 
to be a sure-fire winner for all con- 
cerned and may emerge as the top 
offering in the history of the MPC 
drama department. 

Certainly the most ambitious 
drama project here in years, “The 
Madwoman” is a masterpiece of 
staging and a make-up man’s de- 
light. An intellectual play in its 
raw form, ‘“Madwoman”’ carries 
enough satirical humor and lusty

SPEECH MARATHON 


Dr. Rao Asks Student Aid 


Dynamic Dr. Bashkara Rao spoke 
about India and the World Univer- 
sity Service here five times Thurs- 
day, Nov. 21, in a whirlwind mara- 
thon that left his escorts gasping. 

As a result of his talks, the 
student council voted last week to 
stage a WUS drive here in the 
spring. Rao averaged one and a half 
speeches an hour. 

He told the student council 
about the World University Ser- 
vice. 

“Here is something—particularly 
today when your country is strug- 
gling with another for power—that 
you could do to help international 
understanding,” he said. 


“But WUS is not a give-away. 


program, It is a mutual self-help 
group composed of college students 
such as yourself in 41 countries.” 

“WUS,” the doctor said, ‘never 
gives all that countries ask for. 

“Recently 400 native medical 
students were thrown out of the 
University of Johannsburg. It was 
part of an apartheid (segregation) 
drive there. These students had two 
years to go to complete their de- 
grees.” 

“WUS set up a one year course 
for them. 

“Like always, they didn’t give 
everything. The African students 
went out and solicited enough 
money so that the course expanded 
into a permanent medical school.” 

“WUS also staged a crash pro- 
gram to help Hungarian students,” 
he said. 

“As I read in your paper, you 
have some Hungarian students 
here who are partially sponsored 
byseVVewisu. 


Dr. Rao next spoke before Dr. 
Balsam’s sociology class. 

“My country,” he told them, “is 
like behind the curtain of a play 
15 minutes before the curtain goes 
up. Everything is confusion. But 
stick around until the curtain raises, 
then it will be something to see.” 

A class member asked if India 
might turn communistic because 
food is scarce there. 

“I don’t think that a starving 
country must always turn to com-

munism. Right now, the Indian is 
trying to find out what his way of 
life is. He asks himself, ‘Should we 
be American or should we be Rus- 
sian?’ an usually he answered, ‘I 
will be an Indian.’ ” 

“IT don’t think India will ever 
turn to communism.” 

Dr. Rao also held a press con- 
ference for the journalism 20 class 
and spoke before journalism 2A 
and sociology 40. 


with the character. Only in the 
closing moments of the first act 
does she lag, but then so does the 
supporting cast. Pacing at this 
point in the play was slow and the 
cast seemed to lack inspiration. 
Most of the parts were done right, 
but somehow the characters didn’t 
jell. 

Standouts in the supporting cast 
were Jim Kohout as a philosophi- 
cal ragpicker, and Sandra Six, 
Mary Ann Bushore, and Sue Sick- 
afoose as three more “madwomen.” 
Kohout seemed affected in_ his 
movements and over-dramatic in 
act one, but contributed perhaps 
the best single scene in the play 
with his trial sequence in act two. 

Mary Ann Bushore pulled bar- 
rages of laughs with her frantic 
mannerisms, and, together with 
Misses Six and Sickafoose, broke 
up the audience with a ridiculous 
singing kick. Misses Six and Sick- 
afoose were hoth polished and un- 
wavering in superb turns. 

“Age of Pimps” 

The Giradoux play is a satire on 
big business and the arrival of the 
world at the “age of pimps.” Story 
concerns a group of businessmen 
and their attempts to grab an oil 
well under the “Madwoman’s” cafe 
in the heart of Paris. Numerous 
political and philosophical points 
are made in the course of the play, 
proving it worth while from a cul- 
tural as well as_ entertainment 
standpoint. 

Scenery for “Madwoman’” is 
nothing less than sensational. The 
lack of space in the Little Thea- 
tre was solved in part by a theatre- 
-in-the-round arrangement that had 
the audience taking part in the cafe 
seating. Curt Wilson and his crew 
must have spent hours in just plan- 
ning the sets, not to mention the 
painstaking construction work. Re- 
sult was worth it, though. 


Minors Excellent 


Showing excellent form in minor 
roles were Dave Kirk, Bill Guzules, 
John Clemons, Bill Laudner, Dea- 
nie Face, and Jim Lewis. Lewis 
was especially good in handling a 
comic interlude as a sewer work- 
man. 

Remainder of the large cast was 
quite competent. Among the play-

Employment Outlook 
To Effect Courses 


That Monterey Peninsula is unique among employment 
areas in the statae is the main finding of Reuben Johnson’s doc- 


torate study of conditions here. 


“More sales, service, clerical and operative workers are 
employed here than on a statewide basis,’ Johnson explained. 
His finding will have a significant effect on MPC curricu- 


lum according to an adminis- 
tration spokesman. 


The product of two full years of 
study sandwiched in between his 
teaching duties, the dissertation 
also surveyed the occupational 
choices of MPC students and lo- 
cal high school seniors. 


“Many students now at MPC 
filled out my questionnaires,” the 
new doctor of education explained. 


Johnson found that job replace- 
ment rates were particularly high 
for women workers in the clerical 
and sales fields. Scarcity of em- 
ployees was significant for drafts- 


men, librarians, nurses, pharma- 
cists, technicians, managers, sten- 
ographers, beauticians, barbers, 


cleaners, and most of the crafts- 
men. 


Further findings were that em- 
ployees more often secured jobs 
through personal initiative than 
organized agencies. Also, it was 
found that the most common cause 
for discharge was related to per- 
sonality traits rather than lack of 
ability, skill, or training. 

Part of Dr. Johnson’s recom- 
mendations are being incorporated 
into the college’s work-education 
experience program. The study 
showed that 80 per cent of students 
at MPC plan to attend a four year 
college, but records show that less 
than half this number actually do. 


Skills which the survey showed 
should receive greater emphasis in 
the college program include, “abil- 
ity to meet the public,” mathema- 
tics, and stenography.
